In 
London there are regular anctions of in- 
sects, and a single butterfly has been 
known to fetch as much as fSOO. A 
specimen of the. rare imd very large Go- 
liath beetle i? worth tOO. This is the 
largest beetle of the. old world, and it 
first became known through missionaries 
in. the Kongo basin. 


Though no other insect, in existence 


comparoG in bulk with the beetle from 
Venezuela, there «T6 otter bugs that: ex- 
ceed it in dimensions. For example, 
there is ihe Atlas silk moth, which bos 
a wing spread of nearly a foot. It spins 
u cocoon, the silk of which is better and 
stronger 'than that of the ordinary silk- 


•reeled. The department, of agriculture 
tried for years to discover a way of reel- 
ing it, but without success. Moths of 
this species often' alight, on ships in the 
Indian ocean. 


There is a butterfly of the Malay pen 


insnla and Malayan archipelago which 
has a spread of ten inches. In India anc 
tropical Africa arc found giant forms of 
those remarkable insects known ns 
"walking sticks,'' which look like twigs 
of trees... Sonic of them measure 18 inch- 
es in length. They are related to grass- 
hoppers and katydids. In tropical Amer- 
ica are found certain huge, species of 
bnga that are closely related to the fa- 
miliar electric light bugs of this coun- 
try. Like tho latter, which have been 
popularly known nuly since tho Jutro- 
.duction of the electric light, they fly at 
night, living during the day at the bot- 
tom of ponds.—St. Louis Star.

"hack" on eaSh man-of-war. Tho 
hack is simply a portable chronome- 
ter that may be taken ashore, if 
need be. The others, once affixed to 
their place in tha navigator's room 
or the chartroom, are never remov- 
ed. The navigator knows his chro- 
nometer even better than he knows 
his shipmate. The error and the rate 
of the chronometer, as compared 
with Greenwich mean tune, are ac- 
curately known, and it is pretty sure 
if one gets out of order the others 
may be depended upon.

It is put in earthen pots, care 
fully covered and transported to the 
laboratories of the English government, 
where it is massed in balls tlie size of a 
Dutch cheese.

Tbe actual story of Virginius, the 


tragedy in which Frederick Warde 
and his famous company will appear 
at Faurot's opera house on Monday 
night, is as follows: 
"Appius CrassuB Claudius, one of 


the ten Decemvirs chosen" to make 
the laws of Borne, one day saw a 
beautiful girl named Virginia, go by 
with her nurse to school. He fell in 
love with her, and got one of bis 
friends, named Marcus Claudius, to 
claim that she was the daughter of 
one of his slaves. 
Virginia was 


seized and brought before the decem- 
vir, but 
the excitement was so 


o;reat that Appius did not dare to 
iecide the case until the next day. 
Her father, Lucius Virginins, an 
officer in the army, hurried home 
when he beard this, and claimed his 
daughter. But, notwithstanding his 
oath that YirginiavwasJiis own child, 
Appins ordered her to be given to 
Marcus Claudius, thinking thus to 
get her himself. 
Virginius then 


seized a knife from a batcher and 
killed her before the judgment seat, 
and hurrying back to camp with the 
bloody knife in his bands, aroused 
the soldiers, who marched with him 
to Borne and overthrew the Decem- 
virs. Appius was put into prison, 
where he killed himself. (449 B. 0.) 
For dramatic effect Sheridan Knowles 
has differed from this account, and 
makes Virginius lose his reason, and 
while in a state of madness strangle 
Appius Claudius in prison. 


Macauley wrote a beautiful poem 


about the incident, called "The Lay 
cf Virginia." 
Some stories are to the effect that 


Appius Claudius was stoned to death 
In the forum.
